One of the best indices of the 

passing of hard time is tho fact that 
less people arc rushing to the 
mints throiighotit the country with 
personal effect, such as gold jewel- 
ry, piite and trinkets, to be melted 
up by the government and ex- 
changed for currency. According 
to a report of Director of the Mint 
Preston, during the period of cx 
tremo depression tlu' value of the 
metal thus purchased by the gov- 
ernment reached high (igiircs, but 
in tlie last year it has dwindled con 
sidcrably. Figures submitted by 
the director show that from 1873 
down to last year the amount of 
money paid out by the government 
for old gold and plate annually has 
increased steadily. The high- 
water mark was reached in iSiji, 
when the government paid out for 
plate and jewelry, $4,035,710. In 
1873 the amount was $774,218, and 
it reached the million mark in 1880, 
the two million mark in 1886, and 
three million in i88g Except for 
the year 1891. when it went to four 
millions, it was between three and 
four million dollars, until last ^ ear, 
when it fell to .<j,Sio,2!^4. The 
Philadelphia mint melts nine- tenths 
of the plate and jewelry presented 
to the government. Payment is 
generally made in gold when the 
jewelry is of that metal.

Then another of the squadron will 
take her plac^. In this way the 
sanitary necessities will be ob 
served, and at the same time those 
peppery intransigcntcs will acquire 
an interesting and, perhaps, use 
ful lot of information about the 
Aincncan navy. 

It is a fact that there is not a 
Spanish war vessel in Cuban wa- 
ters wtiich will compare with any 
one of the live American battle- 
ships which will in turn visit Ha- 
vana. The Maine, which goes 
first, ranks as one of onr second- 
class battle-ships. That is to say, 
she is not as heavy by 2000 or 3000 
tons as some of the others. She 
is however accounted about as ef- 
fective as the first-class monsters. 
The present orders keep the 
squadron in the vicinity of Cuba 
until .\pril. Before the winter is 
over the Spaniards who are resid- 
ing in Cuba may receive new im- 
pressions ol tbe naval strength of 
the United States.

When 
Bryanism's overthrow in November, iS jG, 
and the Republican party's accession to 
power ia Match, 1897, agaio ttarted tbe 
wbeeltof indatlrr. railroad income once 
more moved upward, tbe market price of 
Ibeir shares advanced and tbe number of 
roads involved in financial wreck de- 
created. — Globe-Democrat.

1 lie opcratort ot Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Indiana bad fonght the adoptioq of a 
mine ran tyttem from tbe start, and the 
volet taken in committee, at reported to 

to tbe convention, showed that Ihev bad 
stood as a unit in opposition to the plan. 

The report was accepted by the conven- 
tion, and Ihe consideralion strialim was 
recornmcndiil. but it (juickly liecame ap- 
parent th.Tl no 1 ri'gri'ss could tie made 
under the rules governing the convention, 
which require an affirmative vote to carry 
any proposition. 

Finally tbe convention wat retolved into 
a committee of the whole, and the fint 
proposition embodied in the report— tbe 
mine-run system, which is now being used 
in Illinois — was discussed under tbe five- 
minute rule. Operates and miners of Illi- 
nois aod miners from all other Slates fav- 
ored the plan, hot the operatort of Peaa- 
sylvania, Ohio and ladiaaa refuted to 
consider the change. Finally a vole wat 
taken on the motion to adopt mine ran and 
resulted: Yeas, 24: nays, 12. The vote, 
the chair ruled, was a defeat for the motion, 

Presidfnl Katchford, in speaking to Ihe 
motion, made the remark that the miners 
would demand an increase of loc. fie 
said he had tnggttted to tbe tcale com- 
mittee and wonid tnpport in the convea- 
tion, if it became neceiiary, a measare for 
the adoption of a doutile ttaadard, whereby 
either the mine run or tcreea tyttem could 
be used at the option ot the operator. 

President Farms, of the Ohio mine work- 
ers, also recommended this plan. 

At Ihe evening session, Operator Kobbios, 
of Pennsylvania, pretented a retolntion em- 
bodying tbe adoption of a uniform tcreen 
in tbe competitive field of r>j-tncb meeb, 
flat bar. This plan was ditcussed at length. 
Several amendments thereto were defeated 
and the motion went over. It is quite evi- 
dent that it can not be put through, as a 
single objection will serve to defeat it 

How tbe pailiameoteary tangle into 
which the convention bat been drawn will 
end is a matter ot tpeculaiioo. It tbe pro- 
ceediogt tbit afternoon and this evening 
are any criterion tbe convention will be 
unable to agree upon any subject discussed.

The discussion and the vote in 
the Senate on the Immigration 
Bill shows very clearly where the 
iicpublican party stfnds in the 
matter of intelligence and law and 
order.

in 1896. The value of the horses 
exported in these eleven months of 
1897 was 15,170,000, against I3,- 
282,000 in i8y6. The value of 
sheep exported in the first eleven 
months of 1897 was 11,359,000, 
against fi, 891,000 in 1896; show- 
ing a falling off in the exportation 
of these animals. This, however, 
is more tbfn g^tiffectorily ac- 
counted for by the (aet tbat the 
sheep-raisers of the country are 
building up their Hocks and many 
farmers are branching out into 
sheep-raising and wool-giowing. 
Of barley the exports in-

The exports of 
carriages, cars, 'etc., have risen

Of hog product's the cx|>orts iu 
1896 were #37,927,000 against 
#35,566,000 in 1897; of butler, the 
exports of 1896 were #3,57^,000

There were last 
year only 41.347 tons of btct siigar 
produced in the United States,

tons of maple sugar, and 300 tons 
of sorghum sugar, making a total 
of 336,650 tons of various kinds of 
sugar produced in the country, and 
leaving 1, 7^)0, '107 tons to be im- 
ported, most o[ '.vliicli comes from 
Kuropc.

Not only is the tobacco market 
high, but current tendencies justify 
even greater advances in tbe oesr 
future. This it not aa aatiafactory 
a nit nation aa could be deaired, 
owing to tho fact that a main factor 
in the situation is the partial failure 
of the last seed leaf crop and the 
deficiency in Kentucky lohaccos. 
The effect of this has, however, 
been intnnaiflnd by tbe increaaetl 
use of domestic tobacco in the 
place ol tha imported leaf of which 
the Cuben war has cut off the 
supply. Not only hss the imme 
diate cnnsiimption of Havana to- 
bacco decreased, but it is now 
believed that more or less of a 
permanent change has been inaug- 
urated in the manufacture ol cigars 
and that even if Cuba ia once more 
ia poaition to supply its usual 
quota tbe ground gainnd by the 
domeatic variotjr wtU not be sur- 
rendered.
